SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The laser disc entitled Suburb Murder contains a high level of violence throughout, and 
three lengthy scenes in which violence and beatings are accompanied by rape and 
sexual assault. These scenes form a significant focus for the publication. In all three 
rapes there is a focus on women’s nudity, and in the final rape/murder in particular, 
brutal assault of the most extreme degree is presented in an eroticised manner. By 
including these depictions the publication tends to promote and support both the use of 
violence to force persons, in this case women, to submit to sexual activity, and the 
infliction of extreme violence and extreme cruelty. Accordingly, the Classification Office 
classifies Suburb Murder as:
